Some firefighting and ambulance 
equipment, though, has been removed to 
undisclosed locations to provide some 
fire protection and ambulance service 
for the city by the non-union members of 
the Fire 

Radio dispatchers have been allowed 
to enter the Headquarters Fire Station, 
28 S. 9th MÅ, to enable the department to 
answer any calls. 

The picket lines were get up carly 
Sunday due to a dispute between the city 
administration and the firemen's union, 
Terre Haute Firefighters Union Local 
758, over. pay_increases for 1978. 

The firemen have asked for $1,000 
across-the-board pay increases and the 
City Council has approved only $350 pay 
increases. 

The pay raises were voted in by the 
council "Thursday night when the mem- 
bers reported that was all the money 
that was available. 

Before the council vete was taken on 
the $350 pay increase, the city firemen 
had already voted to net accept the $350 
offer and, if it was approved, to take job 
action. The job action, though, did not 
come about until early Sunday.

Their salaries may be close to 
that of a third class city but the men are 
first class firemen." 

Carter said that members of the fi 
department will not return to work until 
full and complete amnesty is granted to 
each member who participated in the 
strike.. 

“Amnesty will be one of the points to 
be discussed at the negotiating table,” 
Carter added. 


City firemen walked out of the fire- 
houses at 4 a.m. last Sunday when 
negotiations broke off between city of- 
ficials and representätives of the union. 

The city had offered firemen a $350 a 
year salary increase. Firemen had 
sought a $1,000 salary hike. 

Prior to the strike, Mayor Brighton 


, said there would be no further nego- 


tiations with firemen. 

During a press conference, the mayor 
said that the city was prepared to go to 
court if firemen walked off the job.
